With the help of a number of concave mirrors, he 
concentrated the sun's rays on the invading ships. 
According to legend, many of them caught fire. The 
intense heat and glare turned away the other ships. It was 
a great achievement, was it not? Archimedes won over a 
fleet of ships single-handed because he knew the power 
of concentration. 

How can you develop will-power? 

In the good old days, horses were the chief means of 
travel. If the horses do not move in the direction in which 


: 4 the charioteer wants them to move, or if every horse wants to 


move ina different direction, the charioteer will not be able to go 
far. The ancient sages of India compared the mind to a 
charioteer and the five senses (eyes, ears, nose, tongue and 
Skin) to five horses. Your sense organs can help you to go 
ahead in life, provided you make them obey you. 

Our ancestors fixed certain time of the day for performing 
worship. At dawn and dusk, they enjoined upon us to say the 
Gayatri and some other mantras.

t Valentine's Day, holiday dedicated to lovers. It is celebrated on 
February 14 by the custom of sending greeting cards or gifts to 
express affection to a chosen partner. The cards, known as 

valentines, are generally sent anonymously and are often designed 

with hearts to symbolize love. The holiday probably derives from the 
ancient Roman feast of Lupercalis (February 15). Originally a festival 
for shepherds, It was celebrated in honour of Faunus. Its primary 
purpose was to secure fertility for the fields, the flocks, and the 
shepherds themselves. The festival gradually became associated 
with the feast day (February 14) of two Roman martyrs, both named St 

Valentine, who lived in the 3rd century, but about whom nothing 

specific is known. St Valentine has traditionally been regarded as the 

patron saint of lovers. An early reference is found in the works of 

Chaucer, who states that birds pair on St Valentine's Day. The practice 

of calling oneself a "valentine" and asking one's beloved to be the 

same, is referred to in the Paston Letters, the largest surviving 


collection of 15th-century English correspondence written by the 
Paston family and their neighbours in Norfolk.

emperor Claudius I], who had issued an edict forbidding marriage. 
Claudius felt that married men made poor soldiers, because they 

were loath to leave their families for battle. The empire needed soldiers, 

So Claudius, never one to fear unpopularity, abolished marriage. 

Valentine, bishop of Interamna, invited young lovers to come to him in 

secret, where he joined them in the sacrament of matrimony. Claudius 

learned of this "friend of lovers,” and had the bishop brought to the 
palace. The emperor, impressed with the young friest's dignity and 
conviction, attempted to convert him to the Roman gods, to save him 
from otherwise certain execution. Valentine refused to renounce 
Christianity and imprudently attempted to convert the emperor. On 
February 24, 270, Valentine was clubbed, stoned, then beheaded. How

Depending on your skills and qualifications, you can opt for 
the area of your choice. 

Client Servicing Department: Preference is given to 
executives with a formal management or advertising 
qualification at the entry level. 

Creative Department actually creates the advertisements 
that you see in the media. It is manned by two kinds of 
people - visualisers and copywniters. To join the Art 
Department, a trainee visualiser must have a formal 
qualification in art (BFA), preferably commercial art.
